No play. 


•The HOLD function is on. Cancel HOLD (opage 4). 
•The batteries may be depleted (opage 3). 
•The disc isn't correctly set. 

•The disc is scratched or dirty. (Tracks may be skipped.) 

•There is moisture on the lens. Wait for about an hour and then try again. 

•The lens is dirty: clean it with a blower (recommended 
product: SZZP1038C). If the lens gets marked with 
fingerprints, gently wipe them off with a cotton swab.
